ON the 24th of February, 1820, a reward of one thousand 
[soon was offered for the capture of Arthur Thistlewood, 

lescribed in the London Gazctte as being “about forty-eight 
years of age, five feet ten inches high, with a sallow com- 
plexion, long visage, dark hair (a little grey), dark hazel 
eyes, and arched eyebrows, a wide mouth and good set of 
teeth, with a scar on his right jaw, slender made, having the

They were about thirty in number, and one of them, a Govern- 
ment spy named Edwards, having betrayed their schemes, 
Kuthven and Smithers, two famous Bow Street Runners, accom- 
panied by a body of police constables and a detachment of the 
Guards, made a raid on the tenement in Cato Street. A scrimmage 
took place, in which nine of the gang were made prisoners and 
Smithers stabbed through the heart by Thistlewood, who, with the 
Test, managed to escape. The next day, however, he was captured. 
At the trial, which came on shortly, Thistlewood, Bruut, Ings, 
Tidd, and Davidson were condemned to be drawn ona hurdle to 
the place of execution, and be there hanged by the neck till they 
were dead, and that atterwards their heads should be severed from 
their bodies and their bodies be divided into four quarters, to be 
disposed of as his Majesty should think fit. On their way to 
Newgate Ings said his body might be given to the King for he and 
his cooks to make turtle soup of. 

On the 2nd of May, shortly after seven, the executioner came 
out and spread sawdust on the scaffold, adjusted the ropes, arranged 
tive lidless coffins in a row, and fixed a block of a curious shape for 
the beheading business, the quartering being dispensed with, 

Ings shook hands with Thistlewood, and asked him how he did. 
“ Never better,” Thistlewood replied, and Ings danced as he came 
down the steps of his cell. 

They had wine given them, When they reached the scaffold a 

person from the roof of one of the houses cried out “God bless 
you!” and Thistlewood nodded. With the rope round his neck he 
was perfectly unshaken sucking an orange. Brunt was resolute 
and defiant, Tidd was cellected, manly, and firm. Ings was more 
boisterous, and ina half-frenzied manner, shouted, “Give me death 
or liberty.” Tidd ran up the scaffold steps, and was cheered by 
the crowd. He bowed, looked at the coftins, and smiled, then 
assisted the executioner to arrange the noose, and uodded to a 
friend at a window. Ings gave three cheers on reaching his place. 
He had taken off his coat before coming out, that Jack Ketch 
might not get it. Brunt's last act was to displace his nightcap, so 
that he might take a pinch of snuff. Ings said to the executioner, 
“Now, old gentleman, finish me tidily.” Davidson was firm and 
calm, Ings and Brunt died the hardest. 
_ The decapitation took place an hour later. The person perform- 
ing the horrible task was closely masked. Although an axe was 
provided, the instrument employed was a small knife such as sur- 
geons use. The bodies were placed in a sitting position in the 
cofttins, with their heads hanging over on to the bok The assis- 
taut executioner held each head up by the hair when severed from 
the trunk, and called out the dead men’s names, the crowd raising 
ashout of horror, and calling for Edwards the spy, and for someone 
to shoot the man on the scatfold. He was supposed to have been 
connected with the medical profession, but his identity still remains 
a mystery.
